PROGRAM NOTES 


The first three selections are examples of festive music from the 
Italian and German Baroque. Viadana's Exultate is from a collection 
of "One Hundred Church Concerti" published in 1602. These concerti 
are early examples of the concertato style with basso continuo. 
Viadana stipulated that in performance the organ part must never be 
omitted. 





In this three hundred fiftieth anniversary of Buxtehude's birth, 
the University Singers presents his chorale setting of the 
macaronic carol In Dulci Jubilo. This is a strophic setting with 
elaborate solo violin embellishments on the fourth stanza. In Dulci 
Jubilo reflects the love of singing by seventeenth century Germans 
in that the principal phrases of each stanza begin with a familiar 
Latin text and are completed with a rhyming phrase in the German 
vernacular. 


Lubeck's Christmas cantata, Willkommen Siisser Brautigam is based on 
five stanzas of the hymn “Ermuntre dich, mein schwacher Geist" by 
Johann Rist. (Incidently, the ninth stanza of this hymn is "Break 
Forth, 0 Beauteous Heavenly Light" made famous by J.S. Bach in his 
Christmas Oratorio). This charming cantata was popular during 
Lubeck's tenure as organist at St. Nicolai, Hamburg and was 
performed frequently in Germany during the Christmas season.
